- A communique issued by the 
Non - Intervention Committee 
states that at the outset of the 
meeting: to-day Lord Plymouth, 
the President, reminded the de- 
legates that the chief concern 
of the British Government, in 
consenting to the establishment 
of the London committee, had 
been to prevent fhe Spanish 
civil war spreading beyond the 
Spanish frontiers. It was the 
purpose of the British Govern. 
ment to secure a measure of co- 
operation between the powers 
in what threatened to become a 
dangerous international situa- 
tion. ; 

‘Lord Plymouth appealed to -the 
Committee to fulfill the difficult task 
confronting it by examining all the 
information submitted to‘ it. in an 
impartial spirit. 

The President then read tho 
Russian letter, charging violations of 
the neutrality “agreement on the 
part of Portugal, Germany and Italy. 

The Portuguese immediately and 
most emphatically repudiated the 
Soviet alicgations and stated they 
were baseless, as would be seen when 
the Portuguese reply was received.

At tho present timo of economic depression it is 

- untikely that sufficient money could be raised in this 
Colony for the purchase of large areas for playing fields. 
The Executive Council has therefore had under most . 
careful consideration the preparation of a plan which, 
whife identical in its main purpose and conception with 
the Home Scheme, will carry with it an: assurance of , 
immediate practical success and of popular acceptance. 
The scheme ‘which has emerged is that Government 
should preserve for public patks with children’s play- 
grounds .two open spaces, one in Victoria and the other 
‘in Kowloon. Both the proposed areas adjoin congested 

. districts, and any possible doubts as to their potential 
recreative and hygienic value will be speedily dispelled 
by an evening visit to the existing Southorn, Playing 
Ground at Wantsai. is : .

The area selected for Victoria is the beautiful 
_ garden of the present Government Civil Hospital, which 
will no loriger be required when the Queen Mary Hospital 
opens next year. The Maternity Block and Medical 
Officer's quarters can be demolished and there will then 
be room for three playgrounds and (if funds permit} 
for a paddling pool, without encroachment on the fine 
lawn that already exists. The many lovely trees, which 
luckily escaped. mutilatién by the recent typhoon, would 
of course be preserved in any future layout. ° 


In Kowloon there is a sufficiently large unalienated 
space at the Northern end of Canton Road just before 
it joins Jordan Road. It contains at present some rocky 
hummocks but, given funds, these can be easily levelled 
off or converted into terrace gardens. More would have 
to be done here than at the Civil Hospital, but there is 
no reason .why an cqually useful and pleasant result 
should not emerge.

IN FAR EAST—Dr. Mah — 


The incvitobility of war in 


: San Francisco, Oct. 10. 
the Far Eost was the final and 


inevitable ‘conclusion of the recent scasion in the Yosemite National 
Park of the Institute of Pacific relations, according to Dr. N. Wing 
Maoh, member of the Chinese delegation. : 


In taking this attitude at the con- 
clusion of rs institute, Dr. Mah re- 
affirmed thé declarations of Dr. Hu 
Shih, dean of the College of Arts of 
the National University of Peking, 
and first member of the Chinese 
delegation to the institute, who os- 
serted hts conviction of the incvitabi- 
lity of war in the Far East even 
before the Institute of Pacific rela- 
tions began Sts discussions. 

Dr. N. Wing Mah, who‘ts professor’ 
of political sciences at the University 
of Californin, is now engaged in giv- 
ing u number of lectures. 

According to Dr. Mah, four prin- 
cipal questions which were put up to 
the Japanese delegation. at the 
Yosemite but which were left unsatis- 
factorily answered, might have

4. Are ‘those Japanese military 
officials who demand that Japan have 
the largest navy In the Pacific to 
insure her “free access to the markets 
of the world"  responsibie officials 
speaking for the Japanese yovern- 
ment? 

CLARIFY SITUATION 

Dr. Mah declares: that these and 
many similor questions were put to

OF NATHAN RD. 


‘X verdict of “death duc to: mis- 
ndventure” with ‘a rider vominenting 
‘on the inadequate system of Nehting 
In Wathin hoad, was returned ty the 
jury ot the conclusion of the Coroner's 
Inquiry Inte tie death .of a yuuns 
unknown Chinese girl, who was kill- 
ed as the result of a collision with 
a motor-ear in Nathan Road on the 
evening of September 2b, . 


The inquiry was continued at the 
Kowloon Magistracy yesterday, with 
Mr. Q. A. A, Macfadyen sitting as 
Coroner, nnd assisted bya jury come- 
prising  Messrs.. G. W. Tate (fore- 
man), Chan Yiwemar and Lan 
Hwan, Traflic-Sergeant Serim 
had charge of the inquiry. 


The car which had coused the 
girl's death was driven by Mr. 
Jorome Law, of No. 118 Taipo Road, 
second floor, 


Evidence bad previously been glven 
that Mr, Law was driving hls cur 
along Nathan’ Road about 7.10 p.m. 
on September 25 In the direction of 
Lnichikok. At the junction of Soy 
Street. and Nathan’ Road, Just past 
the premises of the Orient Tobacco. 
Factory, where it was rather dark, Mr, 
Law saw some other cars approach- 
ing from the opposite direction,. and 
so dimmed his Hghts. 


He suddenly saw someone rushing. 
towards his car from the right, and 
felt a bump at the rear of his car, 
He stopped and on getting out, saw 
the body of somcone lying on the 
road. Mr. Law was too agitated over 
the accident to drive the car, and 
Sub-Inspector R. Cunningham, who 
happened to pass by ont the tlme, 
fook the girl to the Kowloon Hospital, 
where she was pronounced dend on 
arrival, The girt hid apparently 
been pierced on her left chest by the 
sharp point of the near door handle 
of Mr, Law's car, . e 

Yesterday, medical evidence was 
wiven by Dr. G. H. Henry, of the 
Kowloon Hospital, He stated that he 
performed a post mortem examination 
on the body of an unknown Chinese 
gir) about 13° years of age on the 
morning of September 26. She was 
{dentified by Mr, Law, . ‘ind Sub-

Deseribing, the yirl’s Injuries, wit 
ness sald there was a large wound 
about five inches by four inches on 
the left side of the — che ‘Chere 
were bruises on the fac do both 
knees, ‘Three ribs were fractured 
and the lung was ntso' ruptured, 
Witness agreed that the doar handle 
of the car, which was an exbibit in 
Court, could have inflicted the tne 
juries.
